round, no-decision fight with the 
title-holder. 

A broken neck was announced 
as the cause of Adams’ death by 
Dr. J. W. Hayward, County Cor- 
oner. Mandetl was released on 
bond after he was booked at police 
headquarters on a technical 
charge, 

There is no basis for any crim- 
inal action agiinst Mandell. Ar- 
thur J. Mellott, Wyandotte Coun- 
ty attorney, announced this after- 
noon following an investigation. 

The boxers mixed freely from 
the opening bell and after sharp 
infighting in the second round 
Adams jumped back quickly from 
a clinch. His head struck the top 
rope and he slid to the floor. After 
a few convulsive movements he lay 
still. Referee Walter Bates count- 
ed him out. 

State’s Physician Present. 

When the seconds and the ref- 
eree found Adams unconscious 
they called for a physician. Dr. 
L. D. Mable, medical examiner for 
the State Boxing Commission, 
jumped into the ring and super- 
vised administration of artificiaP 
respiration. Firemen brought a 
pulmotor, but after 15 minutes 
Adams was pronounced dead, 

A priest administered the last 
rites of the church to Adams be- 
fore the body was removed from 
the ring. 

Dr. Hayward said his examina- 
tion showed dislocation of the sec- 
ond and third cervical vertebrae. 
It is understood testimony would 
be taken at the inquest in an ef- 
ifort to decide whether Adams’ 
‘neck was broken in he fall or by 


a blow. 
Mandell, known as a clever box- 
er, rather than a hard puncher., 


was Overcome by grief and declared 
he would rather have lost the title 
he won from Rocky Kansas in Chi- 
cago last July than to have caused 
any harm’ to his opponent. 

“T can’t explain it,’”’ the champion 
said. “I hit him in the stomach 
with a left jab, and he fell into 
the ropes. I was aS much - sur- 
prised as anyone when he did not 
return to his feet- .The blow was 
well placed, but not hard hit.” 

Officials Blame No One. 

H. W. Hargiss of Emporia, 
chairman of the State Boxing Com- 
mission, declared the death “was 
one of those things that happen for 
which no one can be blamed,” when 
informed over long-distance tele- 
phone of the tragedy. Leslie Ed- 
munds of Topeka, secretary of the 
commission, and Dr. F. C. Allen, 
athletic director of the University 
of Kansas and also a boxing com- 
mission member, expressed a simi- 
lar view. Both witnessed the bout. 

Mandell was supported in his 
statement, that no extraordinarily 
heavy blows had been struck, by 
Referee Bates, who added that 
there had been no foul blows. 

Adams was 24 years old. His 
share of the receipts will be sent 
to his widow in Chicage. 


Leo fFranaciaria, the Chicago 
boxer’s manager, said Mandell’s 
work last night was clean. He be- 


lieved Adamezyn’'s neck was broken 
either by a quick snap Of the head 
in trying to rise from the ropes, or 
by impact with the floor. Frana- 
ciaria said he did not believe 
Adamezyn’'s wife, mother or other 
relatives would desire to prosecute 
Mandell when the factS were ex- 
plained.

GOV. FULLER NAMES BOARD 
TO AID HIM IN SACCO CASE 


Presidents of Harvard and Massachusetts 
Tech, and Robert Grant, Novelist, to 
* ‘Help in Review of Record.

BOSTON, June 2.—The case of 
Nicola Sacco and Bartolomeo Van- 
zetti took a new turn today with 
the appointment by Gov. Alan T. 
Fuller of a commission to aid him 
in his review of the conviction and 
sentence to death of the men as 
murderers. 

A. Lawrence Lowell, president of 
Harvard University, Robert Grant, 
formerly a judge of the Probate 
Court and a novelist) and Samuel 
W, Stratton, president of the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology, 
comprise the advisory committee. 

They will sit independently of 
the governor, who for several 
weeks has devoted a large part of 
his time to his own review of the 
proceedings. 

Vanzetti’s 10,000 Word Petition. 

Gov. Fuller’s announcement was 
his first intimation of his method 
of handling the case since he first 
undertook consideration of the evi- 
dence on the plea of Vanzetti who, 
in a 10,000 word petition on be- 
half of himself and Sacco, called 
for “justice” and exoneration. 
Both are under sentence to die 
during the week of July 10 for the 
murder of a South Braintree pay- 
master and his guard more than 
seven years @go. 

Since their conviction in 1921 
until they were sentenced to death 
last April, after the Supreme Court 
had twice dismissed appeals for a 
new trial, “a denfense committee 
which raised hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars has kept their case 
before the world. 


Gov. Fuller has been deluged 
with thousands of communications 
representing all shades of opinion, 
and gratuitous advice has poured in 
upon him from many parts of the 
globe. 

The defense has maintained that 
because of their admittedly radi- 
cal affiliations, thé convicted men 
did not receive a fair trial. Web- 
ster Thayer, trial judge, wwts 
charged with bias in six affidav- 
its from newspaper reporters and 
others at the time of the Vanzetti 
petition. 

Because of the shortness of time 
between the appointment of the 
advisory committee, which must 
consider a mountainous. mass of 
evidence, and the date set for the 
executions, there were suggestions 
today that the governor might de- 
fer the date. 


Swiss Committee Circulates Plea 
For Sacco and Vanzetti.

GENEVA, Switzerland, June 2.— 
A petition asking for a new trial 
or the liberation of Nicola Sacco 
and Bartolomeo Vanzetti has been 
launched iy,the Swiss section of 
the European committee which is 
striving to save the men from the 
death chair in Massachusetts.

U. S. TO SETTLE

Convention Removes Con- 
troversy From Diplomatic 
and Arbitral Channels to 
Courts of Each Country. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 2.—Claims 
of the British Government and its 
nationals against the United States 
for seizure and detention of ship- 
ping during the World War have 
been waived by Great Britain, it 
is disclosed, with publication of 
notes ratifying an agreement 
reached two weeks ago. 

In return, the American Govern- 
ment agrees to employ the money 
thus saved t@ pay claims of Amer- 
icans against the’ British which 
might fail of settlement in the 
British courts but which the United 
States Government regards as mer- 
itorious. The, American note in- 
cludes a promise to request Con- 
gress to enact the necessary legis- 
lation so to employ the money 

British claims which the Ameri- 
can Government has recognized as 
just are understood to total ap- 
proximately $1,000,000, with others 
for which liability has not been 
conceded reaching a higher figure. 
Claims of Americans against the 
British total approximately $2,- 


500,000. 
Claims Transferred to Courts. 
The agreement’ definitely re- 


moves the claims from diplomatic 
channels and international arbi- 
tration to the courts of both coun- 
tries and Secretary Kellogg, in his 
note to Sir Esme Howard, the Brit- 
ish Ambassador, agrees to ask 
Congress to pass laws permitting 
British claimants not included in 
the settlement to sue the United 
States Government in American 
courts. Similar rights in British 
courts now are held by American 
claimants, 

The virtually identic notes said 
both Governments regarded the 
agreement “not as a financial] set- 
tlement but as the friendly com- 
position of conflicting points of 
view which seemed to lend them- 
selves to no other form of adjust- 
ment.” 

In a covering’ statement, 
State Department said: 

“The two Governments _ ap- 
proach the problem from a prac- 
tical point of view and have been 
animated throughout their nego- 
tiations by a common desire to 
find a rational solution without 
sacrificing any question of prin- 
ciple on either side.” , 


Statement by British Foreign Office 
on Settlement.

DIVORCED IN PARIS 


Former Virginia Fair Wins De- 
cree and Custody of

divorce today, the judgment saying 
Vanderbilt drove his wife from

The judgment makes no men- 
tion of any financial settlement, 
Mrs. Vanderbilt not having asked 
for alimony. 

The marriage in 1899 was one 
of the most important’ society 
events of its day. The pair took 
a leading part in New York s80- 
ciety, but had not lived together 
for many years prior to the begin- 
ning of the divorce proceedings. 
Mrs. Vanderbilt’s bill and a coun- 
tersuit by her husband were filed 
with the Paris court on April 
28, the wife charging that she had 
been refused access to their home 
in Paris, and the husband alleging 
that she was cold of disposition. 

Vanderbilt made no objections 
to his wife’s petition for custody 
of their son. 

Friends have stated that, follow- 
ing the divorce, Mrs. Vanderbilt 
might apply to the Catholic eécle- 
siastical courts for nullification of 
the marriage on the ground that 
she was subjected to undue pres- 
sure by her parents. This was 
the ground on which the Holy 
Roman Rota last year declared 
null the marriage of the Duke of 
Marlborough and the former Con- 
suelo Vanderbilt.

Rain in French Capital, Fog 
Over English Channel 
Forces Delay in Return, 
Planned for Today. 


CHERBOURG PLANS 
COLORFUL GOODBY 


Cruiser Memphis, on Which 
He Is Returning, Is Due 
at Washington at Noon 
June 11. 


By the Associated Press, 

KENLEY, England, June 2.— 
Capt. Charles A. Lindbergh post- 
poned his flight to Paris this after- 
noon because of adverse weather 
conditions. He intends to make 
the flight at dawn tomorrow. 

At 4 p. m., an hour after Lind- 
bergh’s scheduled start, 
pilots expressed the opinion that 
the weather was such as to make 
it risky for him to make the jour- 
ney. 

The public was not generally in- 
formed which airdome Lindbergh 
had intended to use in taking off, 
but, despite plans for secrecy, 
crowds of dwellers around Kenley, 
which is some 15 miles south of 
London, learned of the arrange- 
ment and had gathered there to 
witness the departure. 

A thick haze at the field, with 
reports of fog over the Channel 
and rain at Paris caused the flier 
to make his decision for delay. 

Lindbergh will spend the night at 
the flying field. 

Presented With Salver- 

On the way to the Kenley Air- 
drome from London today, ’Lind- 
bergh stopped at the Croydon Air 
Field, where he was presented with 
a silver salver by imperial] airways 
pilots. The salver, engraved with 
the names of the 12 pilot donors, 
was inscribed: “In commemora- 
tion of the great flight from New. 
York to Paris.” 

During his wait for the weather 
conditions to improve, the Amert- 
can strolled around the Kenley 
airplane sheds, acompanied by a 
number of royal air force officers. 

He plans to sail from Cherbourg, 
France, for home Saturday. ; 

The flyer, instead of going sight- 
seeing, remained quietly at the 
American Embassy this morning, 
disposing of private affairs aad 
resting. He had luncheon with Mrs. 
Houghton, Miss Matilda Houghton 
and a few members of the Em- 
bassy staff before leaving for the 
airdome. 

“T’ll have to come back and do 
my sightseeing later,” he said as 
he took leave of the friends at the 
Embassy who have entertained hira 
during his stay in the British cap- 
ital. To questioners he said that 
much of his morning had been 
taken up with assorting gifts and 
with his correspondence, which has 
become mountainous. 

Eager to Get Home. 

As Capt. Lindbergh was complet- 
ing arrangements for his return to 
the United States after two strenu- 
ous weeks as a public hero, there 
was no mistaking his eagerness te 
be home. 

He was particularly elated over 
the rapidity with which the cruiser 
Memphis will make the journey to 
America. 

Now that he has met Kings, 
Presidents and scores of diplomats 
and prominent personages in 
France, Belgium and England, he 
is pleased with the prospect of be- 
ing received by President Coolidge.

America has been largely smoothed 
away by the diplomatic tongue of 
Lindbergh himself. In a transat- 
lantic telephone conversation with 
Capt. Richard E. Blythe, one of 
his backers and his personal rep- 
resentative in New York, Capt. 
Lindbergh sent a message to New 
York indicating that he might have 
preferred coming first to New 
York and adding that he will hast- 
en here after his Washington re- 
ception is done with. 

The phone call to the flyer in 
London was put through by Capt. 
Blythe for the purpose of inform- 
ing Lindbergh of the resentment 
aroused in New York by President 
Coolidge’s invitation to him to 
travel on the scout cruiser Mem- 
phis direct to Washington to re- 
ceive a national welcome there pe- 
fore being greeted here, The con- 
versation lasted nine minutes from 
6.35 to 6.44 p. m. New York time. 

Considers It Great Honor. 
“Tt consider it a great honor to 


have personally received an invita- 


tion from President Coolidge to 
come up to Washington for a re- 
ception,” said Capt. Lindbergh 
over the Radio Telephone. 

“Of course as I will be aboard 
the Memphis I will ge where the 
Memphis goes. I cannot overlook, 
however, what New York did for 
me before I left and I will return 
as soon as possible after the Wash- 
ington reception. I am, especially 
appreciative of what the New York 
newspapers did before I made the 
flight.

It was announced at a meeting 
of the Cincinnati Institute of Fine 
Arts that the gift was for the ad- 
vaucement of the artistic and mu- 
sical education and enjoyment of 
the people of Cincinnati. 

The gifts are contingent upon 
the raising of an additional $2,- 
500,000 for the Institute of Fine 
Arts by Dec. 31, 1928. 

While the $1,000,000 gift which 
is to be used exclusively as a per- 
manent endowment fund of the 
Cincinnati Symphony —- Orchestra, 
is to be placed in trust for the use 
of the institute not later than Oct. 
1, 1927, the art collection and 
property are not to come under 
the control of the institute until 
Mr. and Mrs. Taft die.

Jesse M. Sprague’s Books Show 
$10,000 Advance—Blames | 
“Cheap Competition.” —_| 


The million-dollar operations of 
the Jesse M. Sprague Realty and 
Construction Co., 106 North Eighth 
street, were recited before Referee 
in Bankruptcy Coles yesterday by 


Sprague, the founder and president , 
of the concern. 

The company, now defunct, was 
incorporated in 1924 with a capital 
of $10,000, represented by equiti s 
in several residences previously 
erected by Sprague, the latter tes- 
tified. The concern immediately 
began a construction campaign in 
Maplewood and Richmond Heights, 
Sprague said, and for a time showed 
a profit. At this juncture the com- 
pany moved from its two-room of- 
fice in the International Life Build- 
ing to more commodious quarters 
at 106 North Bighth street and 
purchased $1000 worth of new of- 
fice furniture. 

Sprague, who had been voted a 
salary of $5000 a year, drew $10,- 
000 in 1925 on the strength of the 
bright prospects, the books show. 
Questioned about the overdraft and 
his withdrawal of $12,000 from the 
company in 1926, Sprague declared 
he had earned the additional sums 
through his efforts in behalf of tne 
company. 

“You don’t mean to say you 
earned a reward for putting the 
company in its present condition,” 
Referee Coles remarked. 

Owes $100,000; Has $4000. 

Sprague protested that he was 
not responsible for the fact that 
the concern owes debts of $100,000, 
against which there are assets of 
but $4000. He declared that 
“cheap competition” caused a loss 
of $35,000 last year. In the period 
of less than three years that the 
company operated it did a total 
business of $1,000,000, Sprague, 
said, and would have weathered its 
present difficulties if “let alone.” 

In addition to drawing more than 
double the sum allowed him for 
salary, Sprague admitted that he 
and his family lived in an apart- 
ment owned by the company on 
Bellevue avenue rent free. 

“That increases your account 
with the company,” Coles _ re- 
marked. Sprague repeated his for- 
mer claim that he had “earned it.” 

Sprague was questioned at 
length concerning the transfer of 
eight pieces of property to Mrs. 
Julia D. Lademan, wife of O. T. 
Lademan, former sécretary of the 
Sprague company, in September 
lust year. Sprague said Mrs. Lade- 
man had loaned the company var- 
ious sums amounting to $22,141 and 
that last September she demanded 
security for the loans. Sprague 
testified that he transferred his 
company’s interest in the eight 
pieces of property, represented by 
third deeds of trust, to Mrs. Lade- 
man with the understanding that 
Lademan was to resign as secre- 
tary of the concern,

out of the company Sprague said 
he and the secretary had “dis- 
agreed.” “He wanted me to pay 
him -to get out,” Sprague said.

SHANGHAI, June 2.—The Unit- 
2d States transport Henderson lieft 
here this morning for Tientsin with 
the Sixth Regiment of Marines, 1500 
strong, and the Tenth Artillery Reg- 
iment, with 400 men. These forces 
are being taken to Tientsin in prep- 
aration for possible emergencies 
growing out of the collapse of the 
Northern alliance armies south of 
the Yellow River. 

Brig. Gen. Smedley D. Butler, ta 
command of American Marines in 
China, also left for Tientsin, aboard 
the crulser Richmond, accompanied 
by his field staff. 

The Third Regiment of United 
States Marines, now inthe Philip- 
pines, will come te Shanghai, it was 
announced here, to replace the 
Sixth Regiment. 

Orders for the Marines to em- 
bark for Tientsin were issued last 
night and were carried out in a 
few hours, so quietly that Shanghai 
generally was unaware of the 
move.

Adequate Signals at Grade Crossings. 
To tha Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
READ with interest your editorial in 


issue of May 30, discussing the serious- 
ness of the grade crossing problem. Let 
some calamity befall the American peo- 


ple that would result in the death and 
injury of 9483 persons at one time and 
the nation would stand appalled! Yet 
that number of persons were victims of 
grade crossing accidents during the year 

1926. The casualties occurring at inter- 
vals in widely separated communities, 
the effect upon the public conscience is 
not so great as it would be if they oc- 
curred at a single time and place. Re- 
duced to cold figures, 26 persons each 
day, or a fraction more than one an 
hour, represents the toll for last year, 
an increase of more than 8 per cent over 
the year 1925. 

You mention Governor Smith in con- 
nection with New York State. Due t¢ 
his insistence a constitutional amendment 
was adopted two years ago which au- 
thorized the State to lend her credit to 
the railroads in financing a pragram of 
grade crossing elimination. Out of a 
total of 80900 grade crossings, it is pro- 
posed to eliminate by grade separation 
4000 of the more dangerous ones at an 
estimated cost of -$75,000 each or a total 
of $300,000,000.

Millions 
of dollars are being spent annually by 
the railroads for crossing elimination, 
but by reason of extensive street and 
highway construction, grade crossings 
are increasing in numbers faster than 
they are being eliminated. 

There is but one solution that may 
be hoped for, and that is in the devel- 
opment of adequate signaling means that 
may be installed at these death-traps. 
Various types of signals have been de- 
veloped and used with more or less 
success, but the one that approaches 100 
per cent efficiency has yet to be demon- 
strated. According to the figures of the. 
American Automobile Association there 
are 208,900 grade crossings in the Uni- 
ted States without protection of any kind 
whatever. 

The seriousness of the problem contains 
a challenge to American inventive genius | 
to evolve a signal system that will affor 
adequate protection and it should then 
become the duty of the railroads to in- 
stall the apparatus when once its effi-| 
ciency is demonstrated.

ADVICE TO SENATOR REED. 
From the New York Times, 

2NATOR JAMES A. REED has begun 

in Oregon a preliminary survey that will 
him through a number of Western and 
He will view the political 
landscape o'er. He will make speeches in 
every state which he visits. He will sow 
the'seed that is to spring up, if conditions 
are favorable, in crops of delegates. What- 
ever weather his hopes may meet with in 
1928, his enterprise is comméndable. He 
throws away the preténse that the nomina- 
tion should seek the man, not the man the 
delegates, and all elderly men will applaud 
his resolution for another reason. We are 
told that this or that person is too ancient 
to be a candidate for President. The old 
fellows may thrive in European statesman- 
ship, but in the United States impetuous 
middle must be served. 

if*this is tradition, let us see whether it 
holds water. It is said that the one un- 
broken tradition of American politics is 
only a feeble lingering superstition and 
doesn’t amount to a hill of beans, How 
about the real or:imaginary ban on hearty 
sexagenarians verging on the septuaguary 
period? Mr. Reed was born in November, 
1861. Mr. Lowden in January, 1861. Here 
are two aspirants to whom, without regard 
to politics, the devotees of longevity must 
wish well. If Mr. Lowden is sedentary, Mr. 
Reed flashes with swift movement. Few 
livelier citizens are on the road. 

One of Senator Reed's favorite subjects, 
the enormous expense of the primaries in 
Illinois and Pennsylvania, has perhaps not 
yet thrilled large numbers of persons as it 
has thrilled him; and it is rather inaus- 
picious that he begins his expedition in the 
country that is thinking of nothing but 
Lindbergh; and even if it weren't, the 
floods have submerged Smith and Vare for 
a time. But the floods have also given an 
Opportunity for Mr. Reed to demand a 
called session of Congress, Perhaps that 
is not an issue that reaches to 1928. In- 
deed, it seems moribund. He is expected 
to trot out another favorite topic, “inter- 
hational relations.”” This, too, is rather 
shopworn. Briefly stated, Mr. Reed's view 
is that the United States should beware of 
Europe, and paddle its own canoe. 

There is an obstreperously living policy 
on which Mr. Reed has strong opinions. If 
he will tell the Democrats of Texas, Louisi- 
ana, Georgia and Virginia, all included in 
his tour, just what he thinks of prohibition 
he will do them a service. He will do 
himself a service among persons of what- 
ever party who believe in honesty and cour- 
age. It is possible to differ with his judge 
ment on many questions and at the same 
time to suspend one’s own on him general- 
ly, and wait to see if he will liberate his 
soul on the one matter that most profound- 
edly interests the public and that politicians 
are most afraid of, If Mr. Reed is trying 
to make landmarks on the sands of time 
he never will do it by pussyfooting. That 
is not his cue. And ‘if he is going to lamg 
bast “corruption,” where can he find more 
of it to the square inch than tn the enforce.

SLOPPING OVER. 
From the New York World. 
N his efforts to do justice to what the 


occasion seems to call for by way of 
public oratory, Mr. Coolidge’s public ad- 
dresses sometimes lead him on to state- 
ments which are by no means the safe con- 
clusions of a cautious man. In his Me- 
morial Day address at Arlington he ad- 
vanced these three ideas: 

(a) “When this nation has been com- 
pelled to resort to war it has always been 


for a justifiable cause. * * * No greed for 


territory * * * has ever caused us to violate 
the covenants of international peace.” 

(b) “We know that we have come into 
possession of great wealth. * * * There is 
scarcely a civilized nation which is not our 
debtor.” 

(c) “We are sufficiently acquainted with 
human nature to realize that we are often- 
times the object of envy. * * * It is to pro- 
tect ourselves from such danger that we 
maintain our national defense.” 

If these three theories, taken together, 
do not picture the United States as a con- 
summate and self-righteous prig among 
the nations, it would be difficult to know 
how to do it. We have nev’. fought any- 
one except in self-defense; but we are rich, 
so others may attack us; that’s why we 
need an army. This sort of thing is the 
conventional] pattern of Fourth of July ora- 
tory for orators who do not have to think 
what they are saying, but it is pretty second 
rate stuff for a President of the United 
States. And it is pretty poor stuff with 
which to salute Europe at a moment when 
Lindbergh's flight has introduced an in- 
terim of real and cordial friendliness. 

One can only hope that Memorial Day 
exercises are an affair so local to the 
United States that the full text of Mr. 
Coolidge’s address was not cabled to 
Europe. Or, if it was cabled, that Europe 
was too busy entertaining Lindbergh to have 
time to read it.
